This is not a goodbye or an emotional commemoration; this 
brief writing is respect to a teacher whose curriculum was car- 
ing—about yourself, your peers, your school, your community. 
Positive Peer Culture (PPC) was Mr. Grimmond’s tool to shape 
us all into articulate, responsible men and women but the best way 
he did this was to provide his own example. If you ask around or 
know first hand, you realize how much Mr. Grimmond did for the 
students of this school—how much we are losing as we say 
goodbye to him. The problems students go to him with are varied 
and complex, private and painful; whether it is a teacher’s respon- 
sibility to deal with all this is unclear. But Mr. Grimmond never 
debated jurisdiction. He would just say, “Tell me more,” and then 
hear you out. Whatever connections, authority, or resources he 
had at his disposal were immediately available. His power to help 
was never just limited to a ready ear and a generous heart; the 
beauty of Mr. Grimmond’s help, as every student knows, is that it 
will probably work. 

Yes he will help you. No matter what you’ve done or how 
many people want to kick you out of school. When it seems that 
there is no one to turn to, Mr. Grimmond is always an option. He 
believes in second chances and will put himself on the line to grant 
them. He is a pioneer in the field of conflict mediation and a 
proponent of all the necessary importance it places on feelings, 
but if you need it, he will kick your ass too. He’s a big guy, with a 
strange white streak in his hair, an imposing figure and he uses 
this to grab the attention of grade nines and various thug-like 
students. Maybe not everyone likes him. I know this to be true 
of a handful of those who affect a tough demeanor and reject 
anyone who dares suggest they could possibly learn something 
beyond an attitude. But without exception, everyone respects 
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him. He commands it. Most learn to love him, because he 
commands that as well. When you get to know him, as it seems 
so many, many students do, you find a roguish sense of humor 
(ask him who Leroy is) and one of the warmest hearts you will 
ever encounter. His commitment to and depth of concern for 
youth is special. So many former students come by, from years 
past, adults now, and you can see how important he is to them 
still. He has helped about thirty students become teachers 
themselves through his mentoring and interviewing of candidates 
for the York University Faculty of Education. As for current 
students, you cannot be in his office five minutes without witness- 
ing at least five requests for his time, his favour, his help. 

What Westview will do without him I don’t know. His office, 
so messy, but always open, will still be there, hopefully with his 
compatriot Ms. Smith at the helm. But his absence will be 
palpable, and not just in the school. He has always been very 
involved in our community as a member of various committees 
and as the Chair of the Board of Directors of the Jane-Finch 
Community Legal Clinic. Further testament to his strong commit- 
ment and concern for this community are the many hours he has 
volunteered over the years working with parents and students to 
resolve differences after regular school hours. 

Westview Centennial and its area are both better for his deep 
and singular commitment. In the many years he has been at this 
school, he has been absolutely vital to its evolution. He has 
fought for it, struggled with it, labored over it. It is his legacy. 
And in turn, so are we. This is a nod, a nod on paper, to an 
admirable and good man. Thank you, Sir, for everything.

“Voyageurs’ 92 was a student 
travel and exchange pro- 
gramme running from late 
September to November; it 
enabled about 25, 000 young 
Canadians to visit different re- 
gions of Canada. The students 
of W.C.S.S. fortunately were 
a part of this opportunity to 
learn more about Canada and 
other Canadians. 


The programme was sup-
